In the docu-series students tell how they are doing with homeschooling, hybrid 
teaching and social distance, and what role parents and teachers play for them in the 
pandemic: close, authentic and emotional in selfie mode. We choose for the series var- 
ious playout channels such as the ARD Mediathek, the radio waves of the Hessischer 
Rundfunk, on hr television and on various social media channels. Episode 6 Marvin & 
Tom - Graduation...no problem!? There is a lot at stake for Marvin and Tom. Marvin is 
doing his A-levels, Tom his secondary school diploma. Even though both students were 
allowed to have attendance classes in the final classes. Corona is stressing. Not only at 
school - nothing is the way it used to be. Which feelings, worries, hopes do Marvin and 
Tom experience the end of their school days? They don’t see themselves as losers of 
the pandemic - on the contrary! 


WHAT SHOULD A VOTER KNOW? 

We want to give children and young people 
a voice during this pandemic. They filmed 
themselves with their smartphones and tell 
us what moves them during this time and 
how difficult this time is for them right now. 
It’s a different way of letting young people 
have their say than usual. The film is told 
exclusively by and from the perspective 
of the children and young people without 
commentary.

FYI : For Your Info - a weekly news show presented by children, for children gives kids 
a unique peer to peer platform to speak out and be heard. FYI Investigates, is a spin 
off doc series that allows us to look at bigger issues in more detail. The idea that chil- 
dren are not interested in the news is wrong, they just need to know where to find 
it, and in a world full of misinformation online, our aim was to create a platform they 
trust. Never before have children’s voices been so loud, demanding an end to racism, 
a better life and the need to tackle climate change. Our young reporters are not pup- 
pets, they engage with all the stories they cover, writing their own scripts and coming 
up with their own ideas. Many of our stories come from our viewers and they have 
a chance to have their say and quiz those in power. FYI is their show, their platform.

No story is off the agenda, so when one of our presenters - 11 year old Braydon, discov- 
ered children were being shot/killed in Brazilian favelas, he wanted to highlight their 
struggle.

4| WHY DIDN’T YOU STAY FOR ME? 


Rebekka, Stef, Hessel and Annabel have one thing in common: they all lost their father 
to suicide. They are between 10 and 13 years old and don’t know each other. They 
don’t tend to talk about what happened to them. Other people find it uncomfortable, 
don’t know what to ask and are afraid to bring it up. The children have a conversation 
with director Milou whose mother also committed suicide 10 years ago. She is asking 
the questions no one dared to ask them before. Until this documentary, Milou has 
never met someone who also lost a parent to suicide. She often thought she was the 
only one - and so did these four children. The children all have their own challenges, 
but also have a lot in common with each other. The obstacles they face and need to 
overcome will be shown through an animated landscape, created with stop-motion 
animation. Each landscape symbolizes a new phase in the mourning

What do you do when your life is suddenly turned upside down? In the documentary 
‘From that moment on, everything changed’, 8 children (7 - 15 years old) bring you 
back to the moment their parents told them that they were getting divorced. In a 
white studio, the children add color to the details they still can remember. For exam- 
ple the pastry on the table, the way their parents moved, the flashes of thoughts and 
feelings they had. They all had a feeling that something was about to happen, yet they 
didn’t see it coming. For example, Joelle (11) who thought her parents were taking 
her to a theme park instead. In the film the children take you on their rollercoaster of 
experiences after the four words “we are getting divorced”. How do you deal with all 
these questions, thoughts and emotions that are running through your head at that 
moment? 


WHAT SHOULD A VOTER KNOW? 

Because of the different stories and experi- 
ences in the film, | hope to tell a story with 
that every child with divorced parents can 
relate to.

They deal with fear, 
mockery, humiliation and unfair rules, which are impossible to comply with in a child- 
adult relationship. In this specific episode we portray how a girl has been abused by 
her mother her entire childhood. Her mum refers to her as a psychopath, she isolates 
her from the world, and taps her for self-esteem. Not before she is a grown-up, she 
gets out of her mother’s damaging influence. During the show we offer news-you-use 
common denominators to show how danish children themselves can reach out and get 
help if they experience emotional abuse. 


WHAT SHOULD A VOTER KNOW? 

In 2019 emotional abuse became prohibited in Denmark and is now treated lawfully 
on the level of physical violence. However not many children — or adults — know this. 
And furthermore, they don’t know what 
the “term emotional abuse” covers. And 
that is not okay, because long term psychi- 
cal violence leaves long terms scars on the 
victims.
